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T he U.S.S. Equinox NCC-72381 discovers 
this planet when on the run from Captain 
Kathryn Janeway and the crew of the 

U.S.S. Voyager NCC-74656 The planet has 
a parthogenic atmosphere that will protect 
the Equinox from detection, giving them time 
to make repairs. Scanning the surface of the 
planet reveals that there are a few deposits 
of deuterium, although these are fairly deep 
underground. It is unknown if the planet is 
inhabited. The planet is lush and green from 
orbit, and is not too dissimilar from many parts 
of Earth. There are large hilly expanses, and 
wooded areas thick with varying vegetation. 
Crewman Lessing, of the Equinox, while 
investigating the ore deposits, remarks that 
it looks very much like McKinley Park. A 
Voyager a way team surprises and captures 
the Equinox crew on the surface, and the 
planet is then swiftly departed.

T he crew of the U.S.S. Voyager NCC-74656 

discover this planet when the Turei forces 
them out of an underspace corridor. The 
planet has a dark, swirling atmosphere that is 
charged with between three and 6000 isorems 
of radiogenic particles. Voyager is able to 
survive the atmosphere by rerouting power 
to the shields, but the Turei ships are unable 
to cope with the polluted conditions. 

When they land on the surface the crew of 
Voyager discover the remains of an advanced 
metropolis. An away team is sent to discover 
what is left of this city, or if anyone survived, 
and discover some stasis pods that they 
activate - only to discover that the sleeping 
occupants have been in stasis for nearly 900 
years. Once many of the Vaadwaur have been 
woken they make it apparent that they were a 
technologically advanced race that owned the 
extensive subspace corridors and were the 
envy of over a dozen races that came to 
destroy them. When the Turei get a fix on 
Voyager's position they start firing, forcing an 
alliance between Starfleet and the Vaadwaur. 
In Astrometrics, Seven of Nine even assists 
in helping to find a new planet for the 
Vaadwaur to settle on. Their ships are 
reactivated, and many Vaadwaur are once 
again mobile. It is only due to the suspicions, 
and subsequent detective work conducted by 


Neelix that it is discovered that the Vaadwaur's 
history and civilization are not as honorable as 
they make out; in fact, they were a warring 
civilization that conquered many worlds by 
means of the subspace corridors. The 
Vaadwaur reveal that they have not changed 
remotely, and their plan to takeover Voyager is 
discovered; this would have enabled them to 
attack their old enemies and restart an ancient 
war. The crew of Voyager manage to escape 
the scheming Vaadwaur and leave them to 
battle with their old adversaries, the Turei.

The planet itself is Class-M, with large 
landmasses and expanses of water which 
support a thriving civilization. 

The crew visit an enormous city that is built 
either side of a great river. It is a modern and 
functional metropolis with organized streets 
and bridges. The Qomar have even made 
sure that there are areas of greenery in their 
city, with endemic species of plants growing. 

A mountain range is also located within view 
of the city. The Qomar are a highly developed 


race, although they believe that they are 
superior in every way to outsiders, making 
them appear patronizing and arrogant. When 
the Qomar are brought aboard Voyager they 
are mesmerized by the Doctor's singing. 
They are so amazed by the idea of music and 
song that they build a great auditorium, and 
invite the Doctor to give performances. They 
worship the EMH, and ask him to 
leave Voyager to live among them. 
Unfortunately for the Doctor, they 
create and replace him with a new, 
superior singing hologram. The Qomar 
demand brilliance, and are emotionally 
detached which results in music that 
lacks feeling, but is technically perfect.

W hen the crew of the U.S.S. Voyager NCC- 
74656 discover Tarakis it has long been 
abandoned. It is one of 14 worlds located 
in a very densely populated star system. The 
planet's ecosystem could support a thriving 
civilization, but the only thing that the away 
team finds is an enormous monolith that is 
later found to be to be a synaptic 
transmitter. Before the crew even reach 
the planet they start reliving the horrific 
events that took place on Tarakis, and many 
officers have to be treated with medication. 

By reliving these events the crew of Voyager 
learn that people came to the planet in the 
21st century, and flourished with high levels 
of technology that included interplanetary 
travel. There was a group of settlers called 
the Nakan, who due to a military evacuation 
blunder were killed, despite the fact that the 
operation was not meant to cause any 
casualties. The memories of this tragedy 
are sent out by the synaptic transmitter to 
those in nearby space to ensure that it is not 
forgotten. The Voyager leaves a warning buoy 


in orbit to alert passing vessels of the effects 
of the transmitter, and the people who were 
killed in the tragedy that occurred there.

T he beautiful and beguiling Martia is an 
unwitting pawn of the conspirators, being 
as she is, an inmate of the infamous Rura 
Penthe penal colony. The reasons for her 
incarceration are unknown, but she is eager to 
regain her freedom, and unreservedly accepts 
the warden's offer of freedom in exchange for 
leading Captain James T. Kirk and Dr. 
Leonard H. McCoy out of the prison, where 
they can be executed for attempting escape. 

Martia's chameioid origins serve her well in 
this role, as she alters her physical appearance 
to aid their escape; she initially assumes a 
"pleasing shape" to attract the attentions of 
Kirk, and in the form of a young girl she easily 
slips free of her prison shackles. She later 
takes the form of a gargantuan beast to protect 
herself from the extreme cold temperatures of 
Rura Penthe's surface. 

Martia's duplicity in the successful escape 
from the prison does not go unnoticed by Kirk, 


however. He easily recognizes that the 
extra clothing has been provided to her by 
the Klingon prison officials, and notes that 
the flare she uses to warm their hands is 
not "standard prison issue.” 

Martia's demise comes about when she * 
assumes the form of Kirk, and is vaporized 
with a disruptor by the warden, who clearly 
had never intended to fulfill his promise of 
freeing this most unusual being from her 
sentence in Rura Penthe.

Federation of Planets, Nanclus is allowed 
unprecedented access to the Federation President 
during the events following the assassination of 
Chancellor Gorkon. He calmly sits in an ornate chair 
alongside Vulcan Ambassador Sarek while the 
Klingon ambassador makes a passionate statement 
that Captain James T. Kirk and Dr. Leonard H. 
McCoy will not be extradited from custody. 

Nanclus is a scheming individual, with a keen 
intellect, heavily-lidded eyes, and thin lips that appear 
to assume an ever-present smile. He is a man of few 
words; those that he does speak are carefully 
considered, and disturbingly sincere, such as when 


he notes to the Federation President that the Klingon 
Empire is "vulnerable," a statement that clearly 
advocates plunging the two powers into a protracted 
conflict - obviously to the advantage of the Romulan 
Star Empire. 

Nanclus is apprehended at the Khitomer 
conference by Dr. McCoy, after his involvement in 
the conspiracy is unwittingly revealed by Lt. Valeris 
aboard the U.S.S. Enterprise NCC-1701-A His 
actions will undoubtedly be condemned by the 
Romulan government. 

Jk Nanclus's actions during the conspiracy seem 
to be geared toward the Federation and the 
Klingon Empire into beginning a war.

He later contacts Chang aboard the 
prototype Klingon Bird-of-Prey to alert him of 
the successful escape, but his offer to attempt 
to track the U.S.S. Enterprise NCC-1701-A is 
dismissed by the general, who swiftly 
terminates the communication.

"he female Vulcan Lt. Valeris is a striking 
individual, and an extremely competent 
Starfleet officer; she is the first of her race 
to graduate from Starfleet Academy at the 
top of her class. Valeris is assigned to the 
U.S.S. Enterprise NCC-1701-A in 2293 as 
helmsman, replacing Hikaru Sulu who has 
since assumed command of the U.S.S. 
Excelsior NCC-2000. 

Valeris's role in the conspiracy is a carefully 
considered one, and she uses logic to 
rationalize her involvement; she believes that 
those individuals who strive for peace are the 
ones betraying the Federation, as they are 
inviting a violent and untrustworthy species 
into their care. 

Perhaps the most damning part that Valeris 
plays in the conspiracy is the recording of 
Captain James T. Kirk's personal log that 
is used to condemn him and Dr. Leonard H. 
McCoy to life imprisonment at their trial for 
the assassination of Chancellor Gorkon.

overlooking the conference hall and assembles 
a large sniper rifle. The President is only saved 
from death by the quick actions of Captain 
Kirk. With his main target removed, West 
realigns his sights on Lt. Valeris; her death 
would result in very little available evidence 
to prosecute the other conspirators. Before 
he can pull the trigger, however, Captain 
Montgomery Scott traces his position and 
shoots him with a phaser blast. West falls 
through the frosted window of his small 
room to the floor of the conference hall 
below, where his face mask is removed 
to reveal his part in the failed conspiracy. 


olonel West is a high-ranking Starfleet 
official who is called upon to present the 
proposed Operation Retrieve to the 
Federation President following the 
imprisonment of Captain James T. Kirk and 
Dr. Leonard H. McCoy. West is not a man to 
mince words, and when the President notes 
that the plan could lead to war with the 
Klingons, he replies that the Starfleet 
forces could "clean their chronometers." 

West assumes a pivotal role in the 
attempted assassination of the Federation 
President at the Khitomer conference, when, 
disguised as a Klingon, he enters a small room

Tluo of [tie msjor pouiers in the Alpha Quadrant, the Klingon Empire and the 
Romulan Star Empire, employ sophisticated cloaking devices aboard their 
vessels. The Federation has resisted developing similar technology simply 


out of good politics, as opposed to poor strategy.

by the techniques developed by the Federation 
to detect cloaked ships. These include the 
tachyon detection grid developed by Lt. 
Commander Geordi La Forge, chief engineer 
of the U.S.S. Enterprise NCC-1701-D, in 2368. 
It functions by establishing an active tachyon 
beam between ships in a blockade, or points 
such as starbases or planets. Any cloaked 
vessel that tries to pass between the points 
breaks the beam and is detected. 

The Federation is evidently able to develop 
new detection systems roughly in line with 
advancements in cloaking technology. A certain 
faction within Starfleet nevertheless undertook 
its own research and development of cloaking 
technology in the late 2350's. 

The result was a prototype for a phasing 
cloak. This operates by changing the structure 
of a vessel's matter to enable it to pass through 
normal matter, rather than simply rendering it 
invisible. It is described as the greatest

B cloaking device is undoubtedly one of the 
most useful tactical advantages a species 
can possess. It is basically an energy screen, 
generated aboard a starship or other object, 
that renders it invisible, both to the naked eye 
and sensors. It allows silent running, which is 
as useful in reconnaissance and spy missions 
as it is to sneak up on an enemy in order 
to attack. 

A short-lived treaty between the Romulan 
Star Empire and the Klingon Empire in 2268 
results in an exchange of ideas and technology, 
including the cloaking device. A treaty 
incorporating such terms has never existed 
between the Federation and either power, 
however, which would seem to leave the 
former at a strategic disadvantage. 

The technology has certainly been available. 
The Federation is sufficiently wary of an 
advance in Romulan cloaking sophistication 
in 2268 to assign Captain James T. Kirk and 
Commander Spock to infiltrate a Romulan 
Warbird and steal the prized apparatus. Kirk 
is able to complete this dangerous mission, and 
the U.S.S. Enterprise NCC-1701 makes good 
its escape. Starfleet is obviously able to learn 
a great deal from this captured technology. 

The Federation nevertheless signed the 
sweeping Treaty of Algeron with the 
Romulans in 231 1 . Part of this treaty expressly 


forbids the Earth-centered power from 
developing cloaking technology. Some 
within Starfleet believe it is a huge mistake 
that prevents the exploitation of a vital area 
of defense and hands the Romulans a decided 
tactical advantage. 

The fact is that the Federation agrees to 
the Algeron stipulation because it will keep the 
peace. The Federation's first priority has always 
been peaceful coexistence. It also conceivably 
conflicts with Starfleet principles to rely on 
cloaking devices, as this indicates a stealthiness 
and clandestine manner that has never been 
part of the Federation charter. The Romulans 
are a more naturally devious species. 

Serious failings 

The Federation has foregone implementing 
cloaks aboard the ships in Starfleet for various 
other reasons. A tremendous amount of power 
is needed to generate an energy field of this 
magnitude for a start. This prevents vessels 
from firing weapons, raising defensive shields, 
or using transporters. Ships that would be able 
to travel masked and fire photon torpedoes as 
well - such as the sole prototype developed by 
the Klingons in the early 2290's - would 
present a far greater risk to security. The 
Klingon design fortunately proves impractical. 

The tactical balance has also been maintained

The Romulans receive in return the sum total 
of the Federation's knowledge of the Gamma 
Quadrant power known as the Dominion 
Subcommander T'Rul is initially seconded to 
operate the cloaking device and protect it from 
unauthorized persons, but her role quickly 
becomes redundant. 

The terms of the agreement require that the 
cloaking device is only to be used on journeys 
into the Gamma Quadrant, but this becomes 
of less concern to Captain Benjamin Sisko as 

time passes. The cloak is engaged in the Alpha 
Quadrant in various circumstances, such as the 
mission into Klingon-occupied Cardassian 
space to rescue several Cardassian dignitaries 
in early 2372. The Defiant constantly travels 
under cloak following the outbreak of hostilities 
with the Dominion. 

Exposed lo the enemy 

The Treaty of Algeron remains in force even 
during the Dominion war, despite the fact that 
the Federation is allied with the Romulans 
against the Gamma Quadrant invaders. Why 
this should be so is uncertain, as it would 
certainly add a further tactical element to the 
mix. It might be that the honoring of the treaty 
is one of the Romulan conditions before they 
agree to join the war effort. The Romulans 
are a cunning people, and they would almost 
certainly have considered the long-term 
implications of allowing a one-time enemy 
such a technological boon. 

The Federation clearly has the ability to build 
cloaking devices and implement them aboard 
its starships. Starfleet officers have unrestricted 
access to the Defiant ' s cloak, and the same 
crew is responsible for developing a self- 
replicating minefield in late 2373 in which 
each bomb is fitted with a cloak. The 
organization simply chooses not to employ 
this technology, as to do so would severely 
jeopardize its relations with the Romulans. 
Peace, it seems, is a more valuable principle 
than one-upmanship.

The original 
Enterprise uses the device stolen by Kirk to 
make good its escape in 2268. Certain Starfleet 
vessels are also equipped with a cloak in an 
anti-time future created by Q and experienced 
by Picard in 2370. This indicates that either 
the Treaty of Algeron was nullified, or the 
Federation went ahead and developed 
the technology anyway in this timeline. 

The U.S.S. Defiant NX-74205 is another 
starship that benefits from a cloaking device, 
although the circumstances of its installation 
are a little different. The Federation and the 
Romulans sign an agreement in 2371 that 
permits a Romulan cloaking device to be 
installed aboard one Federation starship.

breakthrough in weapon's research in half 
a century, with the potential to change the 
balance of power in the Alpha and Beta 
Quadrants. The only problem is that it is illegal. 

The phasing cloak was installed aboard the 
U.S.S. Pegasus NCC-53847 along with many 
other experimental systems, in 2359. Its testing 
resulted in a mutiny in which the crew rose up 
against then Captain Erik Pressman to prevent 
the violation of a treaty signed in good faith. 

The mission ended in disaster: the plasma 
relays blew out, the ship drifted into an 
asteroid field, and the phasing cloak failed 
while it was passing through an asteroid. 


UnsoncTioned objective 

This is not the end of the matter. Admiral 
Pressman, backed by the chief of Starfleet 
Security, Admiral Ranar, makes a bid to 
complete the project by locating the wreck of 
the Pegasus in 2370. This is Ranar's initiative; it 
is not officially approved by Starfleet, and those 
involved are instructed not to reveal the true 
nature of their mission to anyone. The device 
is recovered, but the intervention of Captain 
Jean-Luc Picard ensures that the program 
progresses no further. The startled Romulan 
government is contacted over the incident. 

The phasing cloak is briefly installed aboard 
the U.S.S. Enterprise NCC-1 70 1-D during this 
mission, but this is not the first time a Starfleet

| n the 20th century, the noted physicist 
Freeman Dyson postulates the theory that 
an enormous hollow sphere could be 
I constructed around a star, and by populating 
the interior surface of the sphere the 
resulting civilization would have the 
advantage of being able to harness all the 
radiant energy of the central sun to provide an 
almost inexhaustible power supply. Proposing 
a series of general parameters that may define 
a Dyson Sphere, the design and engineering 
techniques of such a massive construction are 
far beyond the science and technology of both 
Dyson's time and that of 24th-century Starfleet 
The theory's popularity wanes to such a point 
that it is not taught at Starfleet Academy after 
the 2320's, so the discovery of a Dyson Sphere 
by the crew of the U.S.S. Enterprise NCC- 
1701 -D in 2369 proves to be both exciting 
and hazardous in equal measure. 


Initial scans of the Dyson Sphere by the 
Enterprise do not give any conclusive proof of 
the Sphere's interior being inhabited, although 
the internal surface area of the object is 
measured at 10 16 square kilometers - this is 
roughly equivalent to 250 million Class-M 
planets. The exterior shell consists of a series 
of huge interlocking and overlapping carbon 
neutronium plates that provide a tremendously

Detecting an automated distress call from 
U.S.S. Jenolen NCC-2010, a vessel officially 
listed as missing for 75 years, the Enterprise 
drops out of warp in order to investigate the 
signal, and is immediately rocked by a massive 
gravitational field. Star charts of the region have 
no record of stellar bodies that may be capable 
of generating such an effect, although sensors 
continue to show the presence of an extremely 
strong gravitational source. Attempts to localize 
the source lead to a long-range visual scan 
revealing the perfect gray-colored satellite 
slowly rotating in space, and while the Galaxy^ 
class vessel's sensors have difficulty scanning 
the object, there is enough information to 
approximate its massive diameter at around 
200 million kilometers - roughly as large as 
the Earth's orbit around the sun. It is unclear 
why such an enormous body has not been 
detected in this region of the Alpha Quadrant 
previously, but one theory proposed by Lt. 
Commander Data is that the enormous 
mass of the Dyson Sphere creates a significant 
amount of gravimetric interference that might 
prevent sensors detecting it before dropping 
out of warp. A similar pattern of events leads 
to the eventual crashing of the Jenolen in 
2294; the strong gravity well generated by 
the exterior of the Sphere pulls the crippled

resilient outer hull, impervious to direct impact 
damage and a Galaxy-class vessel's phaser fire, 
t is possible for a normally functioning starship 
to adopt a synchronous orbit above the Dyson 
Sphere and carry out a wide variety of external 
scans, with subspace communication and 
transportation to and from its surface 
unaffected. Prior to its crash, the Jenolen 
carries out extensive scans of the Sphere, 
although the recorded data proves difficult to 
retrieve due to the damage sustained by the 
memory core. A more detailed phase 7 
spectrographic analysis by Lt. Commander 
Geordi La Forge indicates the presence of a 
G-t y pe star at the center of the Dyson Sphere 
r d . Claas ' M atmosphere clinging to the inside 
of the surface. It still appears capable of 
supporting life, but there are no definite signs 
of habitation after a full scan of the interior that 
requires seven hours to complete. 

The subsequent discovery of what appears to 
e an antenna array on the surface of the Dyson 
Sphere leads to the Enterprise positioning itself 
over a huge depressed circular section of the 
exterior. The detection of low intensity

The interior width of the Dyson 
Sphere consists of several layers, and once 
the doors are closed a vessel is free to 
navigate within the interior.

They 
did their growing up 
together against a 
backdrop of fear and 
constant violence as 
they learned to survive on 
their own in a completely 
lawless society.

believes at first that a cybernetic 
device serving on a starship must 
have been built for fighting. 

Ishara 's part in the rescue 
operation is unfortunately a clever 
subterfuge. She takes advantage 
of advanced Starfleet technology 
to have her proximity implant 
surgically removed, allowing her 
to move freely around Alliance 
territory. The plan, conceived by 
Hayne, is for her to infiltrate the 
enemy's headquarters and disable 
their defensive systems. She will 
die in the process - but the 
Coalition has given Ishara the only 
life she knows, and she does not 
mind dying for the cause.

She talks of joining Starfleet, if she is given the 
chance. The truth, when revealed, salts the wounds of Tasha's friends.

he Carraya System, 

located near the 
border between 
Klingon and 
Romulan territory, 
is an apparently 
insignificant patch 
of space - but on one of 
its worlds is a prison camp 
colony quite unlike any 
other the Galaxy has seen. 
Romulans and Klingons live 
side by side in harmony, 
without any of the rancor 
and yawning racial divide 
that characterizes relations 
between the Romulan 
Star Empire and the 
Klingon Empire 
The personification of this 
unlikely accord is a bright, 
spirited girl named Ba'el 
(pronounced "Bi-el"). She 
is tall and sinewy, with dark 
hair that reaches all the way 
down her back. She wears 
a long beige dress drawn in 
at the midriff by a brown 
belt. Ba'el looks very 
much like a Klingon, but 
her pointed ears betray 
the Romulan blood that 
also flows in her veins. 

Her mother is a Klingon 
woman, Gi'ral, and her 
father is the Romulan 
officer, Tokath, who 
presides over the camp. 

He was responsible for 
the care of these prisoners 


Ba'el's mixed race 
heritage gives her the ability 
to appreciate the strengths 
and qualities of both 
cultures. She is proud of 
her family and her pedigree, 
and she easily disregards 
the fact that Romulans and 
Klingons are meant to be 
blood enemies because 
such racial hatred plays no 
part in life on Carraya. 

She will defend her 
parents' unlikely match to 
anyone; her father is a kind 
and generous man as far as 
she knows, without a single 
dishonorable quality. It 
comes as a blow to her 
when she discovers that he 
took part in the Khitomer 
assault that killed so many. 

Ba'el views the walled 
compound on Carraya as 
her home.

Ba'el 
does not give him away, but 
Worf is captured soon after 
he infiltrates the camp. 

R neiu interest 

Ba'el's interest in Klingon 
culture is well and truly 
piqued as Worf expounds 
on many previously 
unmentioned elements, 
such as the martial arts 
movements known as the 
Mok'bara. She eagerly 
follows his instructions 
regarding the correct 
technique. She is 
something of a leader 
among the younger 
Klingons, and her example 
is followed by a number of 
others. She listens carefully 
to the newcomer's tales of 
ancient Klingon deeds, such 
as Kahless's duel with his 
brother, and remains behind 
to ask further questions. 

Her heritage is not Ba'el's 


only reason for her interest 
in Worf. A romance begins 
to blossom between the 
pair, and she invites him 
into her family hope when 
her disapproving mother, 
Gi'ral, is not present. Ba'el 
wishes to take Worf as her 
mate - but he cannot help 
but recoil upon discovering 
that she is half-Romulan. 

Forbidden love 

Ba'el takes him: to task 
over this reaction, asking 
why Worf cannot leave his 
inhibitions behind and 
accept her as she; is. His 
equivocal answer frustrates 
and upsets her - but she 
knows instinctively that he 
does care for her. She still 
cares for him, too; Worf has 
awakened something inside 
her and the other Klingon 
youths that they never 
knew existed.

Jeyal is a Tavnian male 
who embraces his culture's 
mores with enthusiasm. He 
is tall and broad, with hard, 
full features, and a bald 
scalp. A bony ridge runs 
down his forehead and joins 
to his nose - a feature 
apparently common to all 
his race. He speaks with a 
deep voice and an assertive 
manner that appears to be 
based on a narcissistic 
knowledge of male 
superiority. He wears a 
fairly shapeless brown 
tunic, indicating he is not 
overly concerned with 
fashion or appearance. 

Jeyal is a complex man. 
He undoubtedly loves

daughters. The children are not 
even told the other sex exists 
until they reach the age of 16 .

He departs 
Deep Space Nine with his pride 
intact, if not possession of his 
unborn son. 
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Boro Nonoprobes 

The microscopic nanoprobe iechnology is the most powerful 
tool a! the disposal of the Borg. These small devices are 
used without mercy to ensure the efficient assimilation 
of entire races into the collective in just mere moments. 


B org nanoprobes are at the 
heart of Borg assimilation 
technology, allowing the 
collective to expand its 
knowledge and pursue 
perfection through the 
absorption of entire species. 
The nature of Borg assimilation is a 
point of great conjecture within 
Starfleet before the Battle of Wolf 
359 in 2366. A far greater amount 
of information is available after 
the rescue of Captain Jean-Luc 
Picard from the collective in 2367, 
but a more detailed study of 
nanoprobes and their function is 
not gained until extensive research 
is carried out by the Emergency 
Medical Hologram resident on the 
U.S.S. Voyager NCC-74656 during 
their alliance with the Borg in 2373. 

The Borg nanoprobe is a sub- 
microscopic artificial construct that 


can be programmed to execute 
the Borg assimilation protocol on 
a huge variety of differing races. A 
single nanoprobe carries all of the 
information required to convert a 
suitable species into part of the 
collective, but large numbers of 
these highly adaptable miniature 
robots are usually introduced into 
the blood stream of a victim in 
order to speed up the assimilation 
process. The primary method of 
delivery for nanoprobes is the 
injection tubule, a specially 
adapted hollow implant located 
within the knuckles of a drone 
that extends automatically when 
the assimilation of an individual 
is required. The tips of these 
extremely fine tubes are inserted 
into the body of a victim in order to 
introduce nanoprobes directly into 
the bloodstream. The physiology of 
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most humanoid life formp leads 
to the rich arterial network located 
in the neck being the preferred 
injection location, although 
assimilation will take immediate 
effect from any place of nanoprobe 
introduction. 

filtered from within 

Once introduced into the 
bloodstream, the nanoprobes 
instantly attack the corpijscles and 
cells within the blood by attaching 
themselves to individual pells and 
using the blood flow to spread 
around the victim's body. This 
results in the familiar discoloration

of skin as the nanoprobes are 
circulated, working on the DNA 
of the victim as they travel, and 
altering the genetic code of the 
individual they have assimilated. 

The nanoprobes are perfectly 
designed for attachment to a wide 
variety of different cells, and can

only be studied through a high- 
resolution medical scanner 
where their operation may also 
be observed. 

The nanoprobes are basically 
square, resembling a flat black 
isolinear chip with identifiable 
markings on their upper surface. 
Three spider-like artificial arms 
extend from all four sides of the 
unit; these are jointed at their 
connection with the main body 
and on an upper knuckle, allowing 
the legs to open out and adapt 
themselves to the size and shape 
of a blood corpuscle. The main 
body also has a smaller square unit 
protruding out at right angles to the 
center rear of the nanoprobe body, 
as well as a number of blinking 
diodes across its surface. 

Thorough change 

Once the nanoprobe has 
attached itself to the corpuscle 
or blood cell, the information 
contained within the main body 
begins the alteration process, and 
while it is possible to reverse the 
effects of the nanoprobes, some 
of the Borg implants later fitted 
may be too vital to remove without 
jeopardizing the life of the patient. 
Implants cannot be successfully 
fitted to a drone without the 
previous successful introduction of 
nanoprobes, and this acts as a 
defense mechanism for some 
races, such as Species 8472, 
whose body chemistry effectively 
rejects the nanoprobes. Artificial life 


forms such as the Soong-type 
android Lt. Commander Data 

are also immune to assimilation 
because of their internal 
configuration having no internal 
biological cells for the nanoprobes 
to attach to and convert. 

Understanding the way 
nanoprobe$ act leads to a number 
of breakthrbughs by Voyager's 
Emergency Medical Hologram. 

The threat posed by Species 8472 
to the entire Galaxy leads to an 
uneasy alliance between the Borg 
and the Starfleet crew, who jointly 
work on adapting Borg nanoprobes 
as a biological weapon against 
these extremely powerful 
creatures. The Doctor devises 
a method of adapting the 
nanoprobes by reprogramming 
them to emit an electromechanical 
signature that matches the highly 
complex cblls of Species 8472, 
effectively allowing them to be 
absorbed and overriding the 
species' natural rejection 
mechanisnfi that previously made 
them impejrvious to assimilation. 
The deliver/ method of these 
modified nSnoprobes initially 
proves proplematic, with the 
Borg favoring the use of their 
own multikinetic neutronic 
mines, with a yield of five million 
isotones, but the greater flexibility 
of Starfleet class 6 and class 10 
photon torpedo warheads are 
ultimately chosen, and prove to 
be devastatingly effective against 
Species 8472's bio-ships. 

Later successes with the EMH's 
adaptation of Borg nanoprobes 
include the development of a 
Genetic Resequencing Vector 
medical suspension that can shut 
down Borg nanoprobes as they 
emerge from dormancy, stopping 
their preprogrammed process 
before it begins within a drone. 

This is employed in 2374, which 
also illustrates one of the most 
extraordinqry functions of a 
nanoprobe:when a number are

reprogrammed by Seven of Nine 
to reverse the effects of cellular 
necrosis in the body of Neelix after 
a fatal accident aboard a shuttle on 
Stardate 51449.2. The use of such 
nanoprobes can be employed up to 
73 hours after the time of death, 
and is adapted from a technique 
gained after the assimilation of the 
medically advanced Species 149 
by the Borg. These nanoprobes 
can be used to reactivate Borg 
drones after death, although if 
damage is extensive it is more 
likely that the drone will be stripped 
down to its component parts for 
reuse in other Borg. 

Protection 

The most recent example 
of an effective defense against 
nanoprobes occurs during 2376 
and 2377 by the Doctor when he 
develops a neural suppressant 
for Captain Kathryn Janeway, 

Lt. Commander Tuvok, and 
Lt. B'Elanna Torres during 
their mission to save Unimatrix

Outwardly, the three Starfleet 
personnel exhibit all the signs of 
assimilation, and even have Borg 
implants fitted. The suppressant, 
however, prevents their connection 
to the collective, although it proves 
to be less successful for Tuvok. 

On completion of their mission, 
all effects of the nanoprobes 
are successfully and completely 
reversed. 



Nanoprobes are a vital part of 
a Borg drone, and as research 
into their uses becomes more 
widespread, so to does their 
use to other species. In 2374, 
Seven of Nine comes to the 
conclusion that an Entharan 
weapons dealer named Kovin 
has stolen a number of 
nanoprobes from her in order 
to create advanced weaponry. 
Her claims are later found to 
be unfounded, but only after 
the tragic death of Kovin. 
Nevertheless, the 
possibility exists that 
Seven's Borg technology 
will make her a target for 
unscrupulous individuals. 


Seven can recall an instance 
when Kovin restrains her while 
he undertakes a procedure to 
harvest the profitable 
nanoprobes from her body. 


Tuvok undertakes an 
investigation in order to 
verify Seven's claim that 
she has been violated so 
that Kovin can acquire 
her nanoprobes. 
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Ensign Harry Kim is entrusted wifh ttie command of a starship after encountering a ship 
creiued by Kraylor mho are unable to pilot their ouin vessel.

T he U.S.S. Voyager NCC-74656 

has set down on an uninhabited 
planet to carry out a major 
maintenance overhaul. There are 
problems with many functions, and 
six days will elapse before the warp 
drive can be brought back online. 
Icheb displays a talent for engineering by 
rapidly restoring power during a partial cut. 

Ensign Harry Kim, Neelix, and Seven of 
Nine are aboard the Delta Flyer searching 
for dilithium when they find themselves in 
a battle. A previously cloaked craft requests 
their help, claiming to be on a humanitarian 
mission and to have suffered casualties. The 
aggressors ignore Kim's efforts at mediation, 
but he is able to cause an overload in their 
■ weapon systems, prompting a retreat. 

■ Transporting aboard the stricken vessel, 
Harry and Neelix learn that over half those 
aboard have died, including the ship's 
captain. The only surviving bridge officer, 
Terek, is young and inexperienced. Harry 
restores warp power, but the surviving 
passengers consider the restoration of 
cloaking facilities their next priority, 
fearing further attacks from the Annari. 

Icheb's input has seen the maintenance 
work progress ahead of schedule, but Lt. 
B'Elanna Torres is concerned about his lack 
of recreational activities. She invites him to 
join her rock climbing in the holodeck. 

New mission 

With Seven's help Harry is able to repair 
i the stricken craft, but no one aboard can 
^rpilot a starship. A doctor aboard, Loken, 
mentions that Harry has now made an 
I enemy of the Annari, and the Delta Flyer 
will be better hidden aboard their cloaked 
craft. Harry agrees to fly the vessel as far 
as Voyager ; after which Captain Kathryn 
Janeway can make any required decisions. 
Seven mentions that this contravenes 
Starfleet policy, but Harry overrules her, 
citing the humanitarian considerations. 

Harry arrives back at the planet on which 
Voyager is being repaired, to see three 
■ft orbiting Annari Warships. The Annari have 
already made contact with Voyager, and 
seem amenable to trade. Loken, however, 
warns against befriending them, claiming 
their method of conquest is to befriend first 
and annex when suspicions are allayed. 
When the Annari have departed he

When repairs are made to the failing 
Kraylor cloaking system there is no time 
for diagnostic tests, and Harry is short 
with Loken. Seven comments on his 
shortcomings as captain, stressing he needs 
to let people learn their jobs. The cloaking 
field fails again, and Seven is rendered 
unconscious during an Annari attack. With 
one of his staff, Dayla, attempting to restore 
the cloak with life support conditions failing, 
Loken reveals he has a familiarity with the 
technology, and gives her precise repair 
instructions over the intercom. The cloaking 
device is restored at the cost of Dayla's life. 

Harry confronts Loken about his true 
mission, which is to test the prototype 
cloaking device. Loken claims that the 
Kraylor have been blockaded by the Annari 
for three years, starving their planet of food 
and other supplies. The Annari know of the 
cloaking prototype and wish to destroy it at 
all costs. Harry is angry at the deceit, but the 
crew loyalties are with Loken. 

When Icheb confronts B'Elanna about her 
supposed romantic feelings for him, she is 
astonished. Unable to convince Icheb he is 
wrong, she accepts his suggestion that they 
stop seeing each other.
